Every Boy and Girl Should Have a Garden

Alice Schill, Club Member, Won State Contest Last Year

Hundreds of Nebraska boys and
girls are going to shoulder the hoe
in place of the gun during these
strenuous times, for although they
are top young for military service
they are old enough to seek to ex-
press their patriotism in a tangible
way in the home and school garden
clubs with which they have affliat-
ed themselves. Boys and girls, it
has been demonstrated, can produce
much of the food required for fam-
ily use, thercby releasing the com-
mercial produets of the country for
the needs of the people In the large
cities, for the army of the United
States and for the allied countries,
Furthermore, since available labor is
likely to be one of the limiting fac-
tors in increasing the production of
the nation, the use of boys for pro-
ductive work will be economically
valuable, The older boys will be
called upon for farm work, but this
still leaves the large number of
younger boys and all the girls. Girls
have won the state contest for the
past three yeurs.

In Nebraska last year 2,222 boys
and girls in twanty-five towns took
part in the home school gardening
project conducted under the direc-
tion of the agriculitural extension
service,  As the result of their work
1269 back yards and 345 vacant lots
grew gardens. The total receipts
from these gardens was oearly $12.-
000 in addition to about $2,000
worth of canned products. This
year more than 5,000 children are
expected to take part in home-school
gardens in 45 towns that have taken
up the work, In Alllance last year
ubout 125 boys and girls enrolled

|for garden club work and about 40
completed the work in all its details.
The greater number that started,
however, grew gardens the superior
of which was never seen in Alliance
before. It is expected that the en-
rollment in Allianee this year will
be three times what it was last year.

Alice Schill won the Box Butte
county and the state contest on the
results obtained from her garden,
grown sovuth of Alliance, It must
be remembered that she had very
strenuous competition from over 2.-
{000 club members. She has 236
square feet of garden and grew rad-
|ishes, beeis, beans and tomatoes. Her
l'lotal receipts from the garden total-
ed $10.41. Her expenses including
| seed, equipment, rent, and labor
{amounted to $1.76, making a profit
|ot $8.66. When these figures are
jtransferred to an acre basis, the to-
tal receipts per acre would be §1,-
S42.80, expenses $220.70, making &
clear profit of $1,117.14 per acre.

Boys and girls who wish to join
any line of club work should make
application to their teacher, the
county agent, or the county superin-
tendent. Parental sympathy and
assistance is absolutely essential to
club work.
